ATTENET TO OUST 
GRAND JURY LOST 


Judge Searcy Refuses to 
Allow P. C. McDuffie to 
File Proceedings. 


An attempt to oust members of the 
May-June term Fulton grand jury on 
the eWvarge that they were illegally 
drawn was lost in Fulton superior 
court Monday when Judge W. E. H. 
Searcy Jr.. of Griffin. presiding in 
the disqualification of Judge Virlyn 
B. Moore, refused to allow Phil C. 
McDuffie, Atlanta attorney, to file 
quo warranto proceedings against the 
jurors. 

McDuffie announced that he would 
not appeal from Judge Searcy’s rul- 
ing, because of lack of time to ob- 
tain a hearing in the appellate court 
before the end of the term, although 
Judge Searcy indicated he would sigp 
a bill of exceptions. 


Judge Searcy said that he was not 
concerned with local affairs in Ful- 
ton county, but had set the hearing 
because he felt that the matter should 
be passed on publicly. Judge Searcy 
said that he could not see clearly 
where McDuffie was vitally interest- 
ed in the attempted disqualification 
of the jurors, nor that the jurors 
were vitally interested. Quo warranto 
proceedings may be brought against 
public officials only, and grand jurors 
on pat public officials, Judge Searcy 
said. 

“Those most interested would be 
the criminal classes who welcome any- 
thing that weakens the court,” Judge 
Searcy said. “Law-abiding citizens 
would be the ones to suffer. It is un- 
fortunate that the matter has reached 
its present status.” 

Attorneys Marion Smith, James A. 
Branch and Edgar Watkins presented 
to Judge Searcy an affidavit signed 
by Judge Moore, in which the jurist 
denied the allegation that he drew the 
jurors illegally. Judge Moore said in 
the paper that the names were drawn 
in open court on April 14, during 
hearing of a case, and that H. G. 
Bradley. deputy sheriff, made up the 
list in his presence. Corroborative af- 
fidavits by Bradley and Charles M. 
Paschal, deputy clerk, were presented. 

McDuffie said he was seeking a 
probe of county affairs “in the in- 
terest of justice and not in an effort 
to besmirch the court.” He qaharged 
that “administration of law in Ful- 
ton county has collapsed.” Branch 
said that the proceedings resulted 
from a campaign launched by “some 
dissatisfied parties to sling mud and 
slime at the courts.”

JAPS’ OCCUPATION 
UF PEIPING FEARED 
WITnIN FEW DAYS 


Ancient Chinese City 
May Become Battle- 
ground As Nipponese 
ForcesContinueAdvance. 


PEIPING, China, May 28.—(Tues- 
-day)—(#)—Chihese troops were mak- 
ing preparations today to battle for 
the defense of this city of nearly two 
millions in Peiping’s outskirts. 

The belief continued that truce ne- 


gotiations were not proceeding 
smoothly and that hostilities were 
likely unless an-agreement is quickly 
reached. 

It was rumored that General Ho 
Ying-ching, nationalist government 
war minister. who is now in charge 
of Peiping’s defense, ordered the Chi- 
nese to evacuate this ancient capital 
but there was no evidence that this 
/was taking place. 

The Peiping area was jammed to- 
day with Chinese troops in an ugly 
mood. 

The Japanese troops, because of 
their nearness to Petping. were re- 
ported to have stiffened their demands 
to such an extent that the Chinese 
were not inclined to accept such peace 
terms. 

A Japanese bombing plane made a 
half-hour reconnaissance over the city 
this morning. It flew low but drew 
no fire from Chinese anti-craft guns 
along the city’s walls. 

Foreign military observers predict- 
ed that Peiping itself would, be a 
battleground. Japanese: residents were 
preparing to evacuate into their lega- 
tion quarters. 

The vanguard of the advancing Jap- 
anese armies was still in the vicinity 
of Tungchow, 13 miles east of here. 
Many reports said that Japanese air 
bombers resumed attacks further 
northward. — tag 3 

Thirty American missionaries were 
reported still at their posts at Tung- 
chow. 


TOKYO DENIES KNOWLEDGE 
OF PLAN FOR OCCUPATION 

TOKYO, May 22.—(*/)—The war 
office said today that it had no of- 
fieial confirmation of reports contain- 
ed in a Rengo (Japanese) news 
agency dispatch from North China to 
the effect that occupation of Peiping 
was imminent. 

The dispatch said that the 14th in- 
fantry brigade had already occupied 
Tungcehow, 13 miles east of Peiping. 
A spokesman for the war office said 
that he believe actual occupation of 
Peiping unlikely. He thought it prob- 
able, however, that the Japanese army 
would halt just outside the city wall 
and await peace overtures from the 
Chinese. 

It was indicated by the Rengo dis- 
patch that the Japanese forces intend- 
ed to occupy the city despite denials 
by Lieutenant General Kuniaki Koiso, 
chief of staff of the Japanese conti- 
nental armies. 

The report said Tungchow was seiz- 
ed by the forces of asers! Hattori 
and that two battalions pressed on to- 
ward Peiping. 

Another Rengo dispatch from Shan- 
haikwan said that the Manchukuan 
forces of General Ting Chiang had oc- 
cupied Lutdi, about 20 miles north- 
east of Tungchow, in co-operation with 
Japanese air forces.

Dealers Assured of No Molestation, Beverage 
Rushed to City by Train; 20 Cents 
Per Bottle Now General Price. 


With dealers assured of no further 
molestation for at least 10 days, beer 
was being rushed into Atlanta by the 
carload Monday, and av the suppiy 
increased and ce etmpetition grew 
keener the high prices of Saturday and 
Sunday disappeared and most estab- 
lishments fixed their prices at 20 cents 
a bottle. 

One of the city’s largest drug chaitis 
took out licenses for all of its stores 
and started the sale of brew at 20 
cents a bottle. Other dealers soon fol- 
lowed and by Monday night most of 
them were able to get only 20 cents 
a bottle for beer they bought during 
the week-end in anticipation of getting 
25, 30 and 35 cents. 

City Clerk J. Henson Tatum re- 
ported that $900 worth of licenses 
were sold during the day. In all, the 
city treasury has been enriched by a 
total of $2,075 since the beer legaliza- 
tion ordinance was approved by city 
council last Friday. 

That beer dealers will not be mo- 
lested further, for at least 10 days, 
was assured Monday when it was an- 
nounced that the two test cases made 
by Sheriff James I. Lowry Saturday 
against Jim Falks and Roy Young had 
not yet been docketed by the criminal 
court of Atlanta, and that when they 


were docketed they would not be set! ¢ 


for trial until some day next week. 
The court is not in session this week, 
as Judge Jesse M. Wood is spending 
the week in Brunswick.

Marion H. Allen, 
of Milledgeville, also a member of the 
board, submitted a report opposing 
the reduction of the number of em- 
ployes and also any lowering of sal- 
aries. Dr. G. H. Shaw, of Augusta.

which looked into the institution's 
financial situation, has been ill and 
did not submit a report. 

The board voted to relieve Dr.

Instead, it adopted the social serv- 
ice commission report containing the 
paragraph of disapproval. 

Dr. Walter P. Binns, of Roanoke, 
Va., moved to strike out three sec- 
tions of the report and succeeded in 
striking out one of them, a section 
which said the Baptists looked “with 
great concern on the unusual and 
extraordinary grants of power to the 
president by congress.” 

Binns, a youthful looking figure in 
sharp contrast with venerable Dr. 

J. Barton, Wilmington, N. C., 
social service chairman who present- 
ed the report, took issue with the 
entire draft as being too great in 
scope for proper discussion. 

As Binns moved to strike this sec- 
tion out a deep-voiced chorus of “No! 
No! No!” came from the floor of the 
auditorium, Or. M. E. Dodd. presid- 
ing, rapped repeatedly for order. 

The resolution presented by Barton 
as chairman of the social service 
committee read: 

“That we deeply regret and earnest- 
ly deplore the fact that the president 
has used the influence and power of 
his office for the repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment to the constitution, 
and pending efforts for repeal. for the 
legalization and manufacture and sale 
of beer: and especially that he has al- 
lowed the White House to be used to 
advertise the beer business, much to 
the discredit of his administration and 
much to the pain and sorrow of a 
large element, we believe a majority, 
of American citizens.” 

Tomorrow the Southern Baptists 
will meet in joint session with North- 
ern Baptists, the first such gathering 
since the two churches split on the 
slavery question 88 years ago.

The re-enactment recommended by 
the committee came as a distinct sur- 
prise at a night session of the pow- 
erful group. : 

It would mean the continuation of 
tax levies due to expire on June 30, 
1934, for 12 additional months, 
amounting to approximately half a 
billion dollars. 

Chairman Doughton explained that 
Lewis D. Douglas, director of the 
budget, recommended this drastic step 
in order to maintain the stability of 
the federal government’s credit and 
further to assure the sale of the 
$3,300,000,000 in bonds for the pub- 
lie works section of the far-reaching 
legislation. 

In deciding to boost income tax 
rates, tax dividends and raise gaso- 
line levies, however, the committee 
wrote into the bill a definite promise 
that as soon as the conditions of the 
treasury warrants, either from repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment or from 
increased business conditions, the new 
taxes will be suspended. 

Rejecting a modified sales tax by 
an 18-to-6 vote, the committee ap- 
proved by 13 to 9 the program the

public works bond issue.

An increase from 4 to 6 per cent 
in the tax rate on net incomes of 
$4,000, and an increase from 8 to 10 
per cent in all above that amvuunt to 
yield an estimated $46,000,000.

estimated by the treasury to produce 
$83,000,000. 

An additional tax of three-fourths 
of one cent a gallon on gasoline to

In addition, the committee ap- 
proved an amendment to the $221,- 
000.000 revenue program adopted 
earlier in the day, providing for re- 
tirement of the bond issue through 
amortization and to meet the interest 
payments. This provision provides 
that President Roosevelt may by 
proclamation suspend the new $221,- 
000,000 program on the date of the 
repeal of the 18th amendment. 

The president also would be au- 
thorized to suspend proposed new lev- 
ies calling for increased income tax 
rates, a boost in the gasoline tax and 
the making of corporate dividends sub- 
ject to the new income levies when- 
ever the condition of the treasury was 
such as to justify suspension. 

The action on extending the excise 
taxes, as explained by Representative 
Ragon. democrat, Arkansas, was due 
to the cuntroversy in congress over 
the extension of the one-cent gasoline 
tax for one year. the reduction of 
postage for local letters and _ the 
transfer of the electricity tax from 
consumer to producers.

RELATED AT SAVANNAH 


Head of U. S. Shipping 
Board Speaks in Mari- 
time Day Program. 


‘SAVANNAH, Ga., May 22.—(4)— 
The authentic story of the old 8, 8S. 
Savannah was interwoven with a ‘plea 
for continued support and encourage- 
ment of the American merchant ma- 
rine service here tonight as a part of 
the celebration of National Maritime 
Day. 

Delving deep into the history of the 
American shipping industry, Captain 
Gatewood §S. Lincoln, commissioner 
of the United State shipping board, 
Washington, unearthed the real story 
of the ship which 114 years ago sailed 
from this port on what proved to be 
the first transatlantic voyage of a 
steam vessel. 


He also took occasion to urge con- 
tinuation of existing mai] contracts 
to privately-owned ships “to the end 
that American merchant ships shall 
continue, in peace and in war, to up- 
hold the country’s commercial and 
naval prestige on the trade routes of 
the world.” 

The S. S. Savannah, the dusty ar- 
chives of the governmental offices in 
Washington disclosed, was built in 
New York in 1818, as a sailing ves- 
sel. She was 100 feet long, had a 
beam of 28 feet, and was 14 feet 
“deep.” 

She was a sturdy ship, and no re- 
mote idea that she would ever be 
propelled by steam entered the heads 
of her builders, Captain Lincoln said. 


|} But Captain Moses Rogers conceived 


the idea of fitting the ship with aux- 
iliary steam power, and found finan- 
cial backing in Savannah. ' 
The old Savannah ship firm of Scar- 
borough and Isaacs undertook the 
job of fitting engine, boiler and paddle 
wheels on the new sailing vessel. The 
idea was received with hoots and 
jeers, and the shipping world chuckled 
up its sleeve. The public openly 
scoffed, “She'll burn up,” they said; 
“her engine will set her afire. She’l] 
never make it to the other side.” 
But the work progressed, and an 
ony was rigged on deck.

And 114 years ago today the voyage 
was started. Twenty-five days were 
required to make the crossing from 
Savannah to Liverpool. Nobody in 
England had the faintest hint that 
anywhere, anyone was try to use 
the new-fangled steam engine for cross- 
ing the Atlantic. So when they looked 
over the water and saw & sailing ves- 
sel on the horizon under a cloud of 
black smoke, it could mean only one 
thing. The ship was afire. . 

Frantically the seafolk put to sea to 
rescue the crew of the burning ves- 
sel. One war sloop, the records show, 
led the efforts. ut when they ar- 
rived it was only to find the proud 
Savannah steaming peacefully on her 
way, her crew grinning at the would- 
be rescuers over the rail. 

And, incidentally, Captain Lincoln 
said, the records show that steam 
was used for only 80 hours on that 
first voyage. 

The ship successfully negotiated the 
return voyage, but two years later was 
wrecked and all trace of her was 
eventually lost on the coast of Long 
Island.

Small Shoals Dam 
Halted by Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—(/)—By 
order of the White House, work has 
been halted on the construction of a 
dam at the government Muscle Shoals 
property for which the Hoover ad- 
ministration contracted in its closing 
days. 

Action was taken on the basis of 
reports received from Louis Glavis, 
chief of the interior department’s in- 
vestigation bureau, who made a per- 
sonal survey of the Alabama project 
for the administration. 

The dam involved was intended to 
supplement the power potentialities of 
the huge Wilson dam. Construction 
of such a dam, to be known as dam 
No. 3, is authorized in the new Muscle 
Shoals law. 

Glavis reported that the work be- 
ing done was on a dam many feet 
lower than specifications providing 
the maximum of benefit. He advised 
his chief, Secretary Ickes, that con- 
tractors were nearly ready to pour ce- 
ment in the lower dam and that its 
completion on the smaller scale would 
hamper the fullest development of the 
Shoals project. 

Ickes took the matter up with the 
president and Mr, Roosevelt ordered 
the army engineers to halt work on 
the dam immediately.

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WASHINGTON, May 22.—-(AP)—The text of the speech delivered 


today before the 

The initiative taken by the - 
dent of the United States in commu- 
nicating directly with the heads of 
the states participating in the eco- 
nomic and disarmament conferences 
was prompted by the pressing need 
for concerted and decisive action to 
solve the inter-related problems with 
— these two conferences must 
deal. 

The disarmament conference ' has 
reached the moment for definite de- 
cisions. We must face the issue; we 
must now determine whether the na- 
tions of the world propose to go for- 
ward with progressive disarmamen! 
or revert to the pre-war system of un- 
restrained competition in armaments 
with all the continuance of the inter- 
national suspicion and fear which 
this will involve. 

‘Change Resolved On. 

At the end of the World War the 
peoples of all states and their leaders 
resolved that the suicidal armament 
policy of the preceding decades must 
be changed. 

They were convinced that this pol- 
icy had been one of the contributing 
factors which brought about the war. 
Hence a new policy regarding arma- 
ments was incorporated as a funda- 
mental part of the peace settlement. 

This policy, adopted to prevent a 
future race in armaments, was based 
on the principle that armaments are 
a matter of general concern and that 
the time had passed when each state 
should be the sole judge of its arma- 
ments. 

To carry out this conception pro- 
vision was made for the disarma- 
ment of the defeated powers and at 
the same time a decision was taken 
unprecedented in history whereby the 
victorious states voluntarily assumed 
an obligation to reduce their own ar- 
maments. 

German Arms Cut. 

As a first step the peace treaties 
reduced the armaments of Germany 
and her allies with a view to render- 
ing impossible any aggression on their 
part. in fact the theory behind these 
treaties was that the military forces 
of the disarmed powers should 
fixed on the basis of the maintenance 
of the internal order and the neces- 
sary policing of frontiers, but no 
more. ' 

The whole purpose of these pro- 
visions was to guarantee that the 


armies of Germany and her former 
allies should thenceforth stay at home. 

It would neither have been just ‘nor 
wise, nor was it intended, that the 
central powers should be subject for 
all time to a special treatment in ar- 
maments. There is and has been a 
corresponding duty on the part of the 
other powers, parties to peace treaties, 
that by successive stages they tos 
would bring their armaments down to 
a level strictly determined by the 
needs of self-defense. 

While the United States is not 
bound by the provisions or the im- 
plications of those treaties, | have no 
hesitancy in saying that it is the will 
of our people, interpreted by Presi- 
dent Rovsevelt, to join with the other 
powers in disarming down to that 
level, and we are prepared to exert 
our influence to bring this about, not 
by theoretical statements of good in- 
tentions but by decisive and progres- 
sive reductions of armaments through 
international agreement. 

Delay Out of Question. 

The present situation admits of no 
further delay. The states of the world 
must either go forward in good faith 
to carry out in all its implications 
the disarmament policy which they 
adopted in 1919 or we must recognize 
frankly that this policy. has been 
abandoned and reconcile ourselves ta 
reverting to a race in competitive 
armament. 

If the latter course is taken the 
consequences are inevitable. Sooner 
or later there will be the breakdown 
of the peace machinery which has 
been so laboriously built up since 
1918 and the world will be swept into 
another. war. Ris 

The immediate result of a failure 
here would be a setback to economic 
recovery, which depends upon such 
mutual confidence between nations as 
will permit a real collaboration in 
the task of restoring international 
trade and the freer movement of 
goods. : 

This is impossible in a situation 
clouded by the fear of war. National 
budgets which should be devoted to 
productive and social ends are bur- 
dened with excessive and wasteful ex- 
penditures for armament. This leads 
in turn to an almost unbearable load 
of taxation on all our peoples. 

If we thus candidly face the situa- 
tion there is really no alternative for 
a sane world to consider. It is in- 
conceivable that the responsible lead- 
ers of any country in the world could 
hesitate over this issue. We cannot 
shirk the duty which this choice im- 
poses upon us. We cannot safely 
delay taking effective steps to reduce 
armaments to a purely defensive basis. 


Simpler Problem. . 
As far as the position of the United 


| States is concerned we, are frank to 


recognize that we have a simpler prob- 
‘lem to meet than have many of the 


| European powers. 


Fears and appre- 


‘hensions based on historical and racial 


grounds have led to the maintenance 
of large armaments in Europe. These 


/large armaments have caused resent- 


ment, particularly in the less-armed 
countries. The resulting political ten- 
sion has in turn reacted to keep up 
the general level of armaments, — 

We are not unaware of the diffi- 
culties which lie in the way of reduc- 
tion in armaments here. It is our 
very detachment from this situation 
which gives us hope that we may 
exert a helpful influence towards the 
realization of our common objective. 
But we are prepared to aid in other 
ways than through exerting our In- 
fluence, and I shall take this oppor- 
tunity to show what we are prepared 
to do. 

As regards the level of armaments 
we are prepared to go as far as the 
other states in the way of reduction. 
We feel that the ultimate objective 
should be to reduce armaments ap- 
proximately to the level established 
by the peace treaties, that is to bring 
armaments as soon as possible through 
successive stages down to the basis of 
a domestic police force. 

To Abolish Weapons. 
In particular, as emphasized by 


| President Roosevelt, we are prepared 
‘to join other nations in abolishing 


weapons of an aggressive character 
which not only are the more costly 
to construct and maintain but at pres- 
ent are those most-likely to lead to 
a breach of the peace. 

To cut the power of offense and re- 
move the threat of surprise attack 
would do more than anything else to 
lessen the danger of a war. 

t a year ago the American 
government submitted a roposal 
along these lines. This soeseial whicb 
received the approval of a large num- 
ber of states, was not acceptable to 
certain states and was therefore not 
adopted. 

A few weeks ago the British prime 
minister submitted a detailed pro- 
posal which embodies many of the fea- 
tures of the American plan of last 


year. As the British proposal repre 


‘sents a real measure of disarmament

part toward the substantive reduction 
of armaments but if this is effected 
by general international agreement, 
we are also prepared to contribute in 
other ways to the organization of 


peace. 
Willing to Consult. 

In particular we are willing to 
consult the other. states in case of 
a threat to peace with a view to avert- 
~ conflict. : 

urther than that, in the event tha 
the states, in conference, determine 
that a state has been guilty of a 
breach-of the peace in violating of its 
international obligations and take 
measures against the’ violator, then, 
if we concur in the judgment rendered 
as to the responsible and guilty par- 
ty, we will refrain from any action 
tending to defeat such collective ef- 
fort which these states may thus make 
to restore peace. 

Finally, we believe that a system 
of adequate supervision should be 
formulated to insure the effective and 
faithful carrying out of any measure 
of disarmament. 

We are prepared to assist in this 
formulation and to participate in this 
supervision. 

e are heartily in sympathy with 
the idea that means of effective, au- 
tomatic and continuous supervision 
should be found whereby nations will 
be able to rest assured that as long 
as they respect their obligations with 
regard to armaments the correspond- 
ing obligations of their neighbors will 
be carried out in the same scrupulous 
manner. 

Measures Formulated. 

The disarmament conference has 

already formulated measures for the 
establishing of a permanent disarma- 
ment commission. The powers now 
proposed for this commission may 
well be reenforced. The commission 
will have many important duties but 
none more essential than’ that of ef- 
fectively supervising the fulfillment 
of the treaty. 
_ We recognize that the ultimate ob- 
jective in disarmaments must be at- 
tained .by stages but we believe that 
the time for next and decisive step js 
long overdue and cannot be further 
postponed. 

Virtually all the nations of the 
world have entered upon the solemn 
obligation of the Briand-Kellogg pact 
to renounce war as an instrument of 
national policy and to settle their dis- 
putes only by pacific means. 

If we are to keep faith with these 
obligations we must definitely make 
up our minds to settle our disputes 
around a conference tablé instead of 
preparing to settle them on the bat- 
tlefield. 

It was with such a thought that 
the president proposed an undertak- 
ing by the nations that, subject to ex- 
isting treaty rights, armed forces 
should not be sent across national 
frontiers. 

In the long run we may come to 
the conclusion that the simplest and 
most accurate definition of an aggres- 
sor is one whose armed forces are 
found on alien soil in violation of 
treaties. 

Two Main Obstacles. 

There have been two main obstacles 
to disarmament. One was the appre- 
hension that Germany proposed to re- 
arm; the other the reluctance of the 
armed powers of Europe in the pres- 
ent state of the world to take a real 
step in disarmament. 

If at this decisive point any nation 
should fail to give conclusive evidence 
of its pacific intentions and insist 
upon the right to rearm, even though 
the other powers take effective and 
substantial steps toward disarma- 
ment, then the burden of responsibil- 
ity for the failure of the disarmament 
conference, with the incalculable con- 
sequences of such a failure, would rest 
on the shoulders of that nation. 

The problem with which we are 
faced cannot be solved if one na- 
tion insists on rearming while the 
others disarm. The result inevitably 
would be another race in armaments. 

As regards the action of the other 
powers we are not unaware in the 
United States of the political diffi- 
culties which still lie in the way 
of the reduction of European arma- 
ments. 

We recognize the legitimate claim 
which any state has to safeguard its 
security. 

Controlled Disarmament. 

But we are firmly convinced that 
in the long run this security can best 
be achieved through a controlled dis- 
armament by which the military 
strength of the most heavily armed 
nations is progressively reduced to a 
level such as that provided for in 
the peace treaties. 

To the extent that armaments 
create political tension they in them- 
selves constitute a menace to peace 
and may jeopardize the security of 
the very nations which maintain 
them. 

If we take a long step in the di- 
rection of disarmament today and 
agree by stages. to achieve our ulti- 
mate objective we can meet any le- 
gitimate claim of the powers bound 
by the peace treaties and at the 
same time effectively help to insure 
peace. ee 

A few days ago the conference met 
a serious obstacle to further prog- 
ress in its detailed examination of 
the British plan. Since then there 
has been an appreciable change. 

The recent speech by the German 
chancellor before the reichstag clari- 
fying the German attitude and policy 
with regard to disarmament has been 
most helpful, 

This and also the subsequent an- 
nouncement made here by our col- 
league, Herr Nadolny, of Germany's 
acceptance of the British plan as the 
basis of the future convention have 
so altered the situation as to justify 
us in assuming that we can now re- 
sume our consideration of this plan 
with real hope of agreement. 

War Material. 

Our present agenda is a consid- 
eration of the chapters on war ma- 
terial. It was understood that other 
related subjects might be introduced 
and my colleagues may feel that I 
have made wide use of the latitude 
thus given me... 

But in closing my remarks and to 
bring our discusison back to the‘ con- 
crete question before us I desire to 
state that the American delegation 
accepts the chapter on material and 
expresses the hope that the other dele- 
gations will join in this acceptance 
and that the way may thus be cleared 
for an immediate decision on the con- 
crete proposals in this chapter. 

This conference is not only a dis- 

ament conference. It is an emer- 
gency conference of a world in a state 
of political uncertainty and economic 
depression. 

rhe next weeks will bring the de- 
cisive test. It will require courage and 
statesmanship to meet this test, but 
the failure to do so will go far to

ident Roosevelt, whose message 
to &4 nations last week began the con- 
cencerted drive toward non-aggression, 
busied himself with the bill to author- 
ize scaling down tariffs through agree- 
ments with other nations at the Lon- 
don economic conference next month. 

The agreement betwen the _ four 
great powers of western: Europe— 
Great Britain, France, Germany and 
Italy—to collaborate in maintaining 
European peace for 10 years was re- 
garded in Washington as a great as- 
sistance toward reducing armaments 
and regaining economic stability. 
Views Explained. 

While the pact as proposed by Pre- 
mier Benito Musgolini, of Italy, was 
before the four nations for formal 
signature, an explanation of Italys 
views on the matter was made by 
Fulvio Suvich, undersecretary. of for- 
eign affairs, béetore the chamber of 
deputies in Rome. : 

Suvich declared the four powers 
were “responsible for peace or war 
in Europe and the world.” Announc- 
ing be had been asked to speak by 
Mussolini, Suvich paid tribute to 
Roosevelt's peace speech and to Chan- 
cellor Hitler's reply for Germany. He 
promised Italy would support at the 
London conference “all initiatives 
which can effect the economic recovery 
of the world.” 

Ambassador Rosso, 
German Ambassador Hans Luther 
conferred with President Roosevelt, 
supposedly over the four-power pact. 
Chancellor Hitler declared in Berlin 
that Germany desired peace “probably 
more intensely than other nations: be- 
cause we need it to get bread for our 
millions of unemployed.” 

The governments at Paris and Lon- 
don praised Mussolini's proposal. 


U. S. PLEDGES NEW ROLE 
IN WORLD PEACE MOVES 

GENEVA, May  22.—(£)—The 
United States government’ today 
pledged itself never to interfere with 
international action to deal with a 
menace of war. once the aggressor na- 
tion responsible for that menace has 
been satisfactorily identified. 

This far-reaching policy was an- 
nounced by Norman H. Davis, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s representative. at. the 
international disarmament conference. 
It was immediately interpreted as 
meaning that in the future the League 
of Nations can boycott. blockade and 
otherwise punish an aggressor with- 
out fear of complications by the 
United States. 

Mr. Davis also committed the Amer- 
ican government to participate in “ef- 
fective, automatic and continuous” 
international supervision designed to 
make certain that the nations carry 
out ‘their promises in disarmament. 

Wiii Exert Power. 

“President Roosevelt’s nmiessage,” he 
said, “is a clear indication of the fact 
that the United States will exert its 
full power and influence and accept 
its just share of responsibility to make 
the results in disarmament definite, 
prompt and effective.” 

His speech, greeted by the cheers of 
the delegates of 50 nations, was ac- 
cepted by European commentators as 
marking abandonment of the tradi- 
tional American policy of isolation 
and neutrality. 

Concretely, the American doctrine 
was interpreted to mean that the Brit- 
ish navy now can feel more free to 
help the League of Nations keep the 
peace because it will be in no danger 
of coming to grips with the American 
navy. 

After announcing that the United 
States was willing to consult with the 
other states in case of a threat to 
peace, Mr. Davis set forth the Ameri- 
can policy in these words: 

“Further than that, in the event 
that the states, in conference. deter- 
mine that a state has been guilty of a 
breach of the peace in violation of its 
international obligations and take 
measures against the violator, then, if 
we concur in the judgment rendered 
as to the responsible and guilty party, 
we will refrain from any action tend- 
ing to defeat such collective effort

tion for peace. 
Must Be Results. _ 

As far as the United States 1s con- 
cerned our abilities and our incentive 
to collaborate whole-heartedly in the 
continuing task of helping to main- 
tain’ world’ peace depends in large 
measure upon the results achieved 
here in disarmament. 

President Roosevelt’s message is a 
clear indication of the fact that the 
United States will exert its full pow- 
er and influence and accept its just 
share of responsibility to make the 
results in disarmament definite, 
prompt and effective. 

The results of success here ar 
now would bring benefits beyond all 
calculation. It would give new con- 
fidence and hope—confidence that 
governments can still govern and lead- 
ers lead: hope that a definite step 
in disarmament having at last been 
taken, economic recovery will be has- 
tened and the millions in our coun- 
tries who are only asking for the op- 
portunity to work will have restored 
to them the possibility of living in 
peace and of earning their daily bread. 

If by a great act of faith each and 
every nation will now summon the 
courage to take a decisive step in gen- 
eral disarmament, conditions through- 
out the world will so improve that we 
can henceforth face the future with 
a real fecling of security and confli- 


ence. 

With the alternative to success io 
mind, we cannot allow ourselves to 
fail.

But leaders said tonight that 
Europe or the League was not likely 
to specify any nation as an aggressor 
unless it was believed that America 
would concur.. fa he ie 

Mr. Davis told the conference that 
either something must be accomplish- 
ed in disarmament or the nations 
must become reconciled to reverting 
to a race in arms. . 

“If the latter course is taken,” he 
said, “the consequences are inevitable. 
Sooner or later there will be the break- 
down .of the peace machinery which 
has been so laboriously built up since 
1918 and the world will be swept into 
another war.” 

He proposed drastic arms reduc- 
tions, saying that the United States 
was prepared “to go as far as the 
other states.” 

“MVe feel that the ultimate objective 
should be to reduce armaments ap- 
proximately to the level established 
by the peace treaties, that is to bring 
armaments as soon as possible through 
sucessive stages down to the basis of 
a domestic police force,” he con- 
tinued. 

To Abolish Weapons. 

“In particular, as emphasized by 
President Roosevelt, we are prepared 
to. join other nations in abolishing 
weapons of an aggressive character 
which are not only the most costly to 
construct and maintain but at present 
are those most likely to lead to a 
breach of the peace. 

“To cut the power of offense and 
remove the threat of surprise attack 
would do more than anything else to 
lessen the danger of a war.’ 

As a result of the Davis speech the 
disarmament conference took on a dis- 
tinctly more optimistic aspect. Making 
good on Chancellor Hitler's promise, 
Germany virtually agreed to transform 
the reichswehr into a standardized 
conscript army, thus removing one of 
the chief obstacles in the way of a 
disarmament convention. 

Moreover, it was learned from Amer- 
ican sources, Germany is disposed to 
join a European pact of mutual as- 
sistance by which any country, if the 
victim of aggression, could count upon 
the help of other signatories. 

The French gave immense impor- 
tance to Ameri¢a’s readiness to par- 
ticipate in the control of armaments. 

It was learned that the United 
States will announce its readiness to 
consult the nations in the event of a 
threat toe peace by issuing a unilateral 
declaration. The rest of the world 
would consider this sufficient. 

Thus the United States has given 
the spur to disarmament, but has 
frankly warned the world that partici- 
pation in the machinery of peace will 
be dependent in large measure on 
agreement of substantial reduction in 
armaments. 


U. S&S. WILL REDUCE NAVY 


IF OTHER POWERS DO 
WASHINGTON, May 22.—(/)— 
As interpreted today at the state de- 
partment, the Geneva arms confer- 
ence address of Norman H. Davis 
conveys a_ willingness to cut the 
United States navy drastically pro- 
vided other nations make similar cuts 
in their sea forces. 

At the same time. the proviso was 
carefully emphasized, officials point- 
ing out that the navies of the world 
exist in relation to one another and 
that the size of the American fleet 
depends upon the number of fighting 
ships maintained by other nations. It 
was added that the United States is 
entirely sincere in its offer, expressed 
in the words of Davis. 

Asserting that it was never in- 
tended that Germany and the others 
who fought on the losing side in the 
World War should be permanently 
subject to special treatment in arma- 
ments, Davis said he had “no hesi- 
tancy in saying that it is the will of 
our people, interpreted by President 
Roosevelt, to join with the other pow- 
ers in disarming down to that level” 
(one determined by the needs of self- 
defense). 


ROOSEVELT ACTS SWIFTLY 
TO STABILIZE EXCHANGE 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt acted swiftly to- 
night to bring about an early sta- 
bilization of exchanges and push the 
Geneva arms reduction conference 
through to a quick and definite con- 
clusion. 

Action to stabilize the dollar and 
pound appeared imminent after a 
White House conference in which O. 
M. W. Sprague, advisor to the Bank 
of England, participated with offi- 
cials of the treasury and federal re- 
serve system. An announcement was 
promised for tomorrow. 

The president also took a personal 
hand in the world arms drama as his 
administration’s declaration of Amer- 
ican wililngness to consult with other 
nations to assure peace rang around 
the world. 

No sooner had the new doctrine 
been uttered at Geneva by the presi- 
dent’s spokesman, Norman H. Davis, 
than the chief executive called to the 
White House the ambassadors of Italy 
and Germany. 

From Ambassador Augusto Rosso, 
of Italy, he was believed to have 
sought full information as to the Mus- 
solini four-power “peace club” for 
Europe, whose approval by Germany, 
France, Great Britain and Italy was 
hailed by officials here as another 
augury for peace. 

To Luther the president was under- 
stood to have expressed his apprecia- 
tion of Germany's recent conciliatory 
attitude on arms and hig hope that the 
German government would work for 
success at Geneva. 

Rosso would not say whether war 
debts were discussed with the presi- 
dent. Luther told newspapermen al! 
problems in which his country and 
the United States are interested were 
talked over. 

The declaration of American policy 
toward co-operating against aggres- 
sion came just a day before the pres- 
ident greets a delegation of officials

“for peace er war in Europe and the 
world.” ; 


The .informal acceptance by these 
nations of Mussolini's four-power 
peace pact, however, does not mean 
there is “less desire and necessity for 
collaboration” with the smaller states 
of Europe in observing peace, Suvich 
added. : 

The Mussolini pact provides the 
best method possible for the revision 
of the post-war peace treaties, he de 
clared. The pact points out the pos- 
sibility of revision under Article 16 of 
the covenant of the League of Na- 
tions, which contemplated such action 
in event a threat to peace developed. 

Premier Mussolini and many foreign 
diplomats heard the address by Su- 
vich before a crowded hall of the 
chamber of deputies. The chamber 
rose to its feet and cheered Mussolini 
when Deputy Cassallo paid a fervent 
tribute to the Duce’s foreign policy. 
Mussolini, who was standing, smiled 
and bowed. 


DESIRE FOR PEACE | 


STRESSED BY HITLER | 


KIEL, Germany, May 22.—(4)— 
After declaring that Germany’s de- 
sire for peace probably is stronger 
than that of other nations “because 
we need it to get bread for our mil- 
lions of unemployed comrades,” Chan- | 
cellor Hitler put out to sea at the 
head of the German fleet today to 
participate in night maneuvers.

Problems Discussed. 


Miss Mary Newell, executive secre- 
tary of the Child Welfare Associa- 
tion, states that 464 children, wards 
of Fulton county, are under the care 
of the association. The announcement 
was made at the meeting held Thurs- 
day, and presided over by Dr. Robert 
W. Burns, president of the associa- 
tion. Of this number 115 are in in- 
stitutions, 156 in boarding homes, 8U 
in free foster homes, and the rest 
are living with their own families. 
The explanation of caring for these 
wards was given by Dr. Comer Wood- 
ward, who, in reviewing Mangold’s 
“Problems of Child Welfare,” spoke 
of the pitiful conditions in the state 
‘where inadequate care of mothers 
make for the highest maternity 
death rate in the Union, and where, 


1. of 60,000 children born in the state, 


3,600 of them are still-born. 

‘Every child,’’ said Dr. 
the right to be well born, as well as 
educated, and with the inadequacy of funds 
for ‘be care of mothers, we can have 
small hope for better conditions. There 
are 3,000 physicians in the state to more 
than 8,000 midwives, a sad commentary 
upon the care of the mothers, and there- 
fore the expectancy of future generations. 
the physical, mental and moral care 
of these children of our city, state and 
nation lay social fabric of our nation, 
and until we are awake to conditions and 
take remedial measures, we shall not have 
done our part toward the building of a 
country of etalwart, honest, eager men and 
women."’ 

Dr. Burns named Mrs. Wiley. as 
representative of the association upon 
the board of the Council of Social 
Agencies. 

Mrs. C. E. Harrison announced 
that extra expenses in her supply de- 
partment were accounted for by the 
number of children for special cos- 
tumes for the last day of grammar 
school.

But 
a few days ago, playing at Crockford’s 
Club, New York, he had an spuere® 
nity for a most ‘brilliant efense, 
which defeated a Slam contract. That 
defense involved giving the Declarer 
a free finesse in a suit. This was de- 
signed to remove the West entry that 
would make the Slam possible.

8, from Dummy the Ten was played, 
Mr. Jacoby played the 6, and the 
Declarer played the 5. The club fi- 
nesse was taken and the Ace of clubs 
led, West showing out. At this point 
Mr. Jacoby got a very accurate count 
on the hand and marked the Declarer 
with six clubs, four diamonds, two 
spades and one heart. Obviously, he 
had the Ace of spades remaining as

he had already played one card in 
that suit. He had shown six clubs and 
he must have four diamonds to bid 
them. The Declarer now led the Ace
